New Yorx, March 23.—Mr. Theodore T. 
Havemeyer was on the witness-stand today be- 
fore the State Senate Law Committee. Many 
of Mr. Havemeyer’s answers, and the remark- 
able tone of frankness he adopted, surprised 
the committee nat a little. The Witness said 
his plant represented the experience-of gen- 
erations and a patent private process which he 
valued at $15,000,000 without considering the 
good-will, When asked why he joined the 
trust Mr. Havemeyer replied : 

* I wanted to put the other organizations on 
the same footing with us. We were able to 
refine sugar 10 cents a hundred cheaper than 
they could, We had been repeatedly a 
of controlling a monopoly. These people la- 
bored under the supposition that we were con- 
ducting our business illegally, and I had a 
hard fight to convince them of the true state 
of affairs.”

MILLIONAIRES MAY BE INDICTED. 


The Grand Jury Investigating the New 
York Tunnel Disaster. 

New Yorr, March 23.—[Special. |—The fate 
of the millionaire directors and officers of the 
New Haven railroad, who were held responsi- 
ble for the death of the persons so horribly 
burned in the Fourth avenue tunnel, hangs in 
the balance. Will they be indicted for “‘ man- 
slaughter in the second degree”? This is the 


charge . against them which the grand jury 


started in to in 

Only a few of the railroad officials turned 
up at.the grand jury room, as most of them 
had. been. notified that they would not be 
needed as witnesses until tomorrow. 


Engineer Louis L. Fowler, anc his fireman, 
Charles A. Wellington, who were on the engine 
that’ crashed into the shop train in the 
tunnel, were the first witnesses called before 
the grand jury to testify. They sin:ply re- 
peated their tessimony given at the Coroner’s 
inquest about the signals. Other witnesses 
testified to the same facts brought out at the 
inquest. 

Chauacey M. Depew, William Rockefeller, 
and all the representative men will appear be- 
fore the grand jury tomorrow to testify. As- 
sistant District-Attorney Lynn declined to say 
whether he thought an indictment for man- 
slaughter would be found. Hesaid that big

RUBINSTEIN’S NEW OVERTURE. 


Heard for the First Time in Chicago—The 
Rest of the Program. 

The program which Theodore Thomas ar- 
ranged for his concert last night was excep- 
tional, even when judged by the exalted stand- 
ard of his previous efforts in that direction. 
The opening number was Rubinstein’s overt- 
ure to Shakspeare’s .‘“‘Antony and Cleo- 

*” awork which the great composer gave 
-to the world last summer, and 
its first production in this country at the 
Philharmonic concertin New York Feb. 7 
under Mr. Thomas’ baton. Chicago w the 
second city to hear it, Boston having it an- 
nounced for performance at its Symphony 
concert next Saturday. The overture is broadly 
scored, and while interesting as a whole 
yet contains parts which disappoint, at least 
upon a single hearing. The introductory 
measures are not as majestic and sweeping as 
one was led to expect, and it is not until the 
theme supposedly descriptive of the loving 
and alluring Cleopatra is introduced that any- 
thing of either unusual beauty’ or interest is 
discovered. This theme is inost effectively 
handled, however, and, although its treatment 
is somewhat Frenchy in character, is the one 
portion of the work in which the master hand 
of a Rubinstein is shown. The fanfare 
breaking in upon this love theme every time 
the latter is used wouid seem to symbolize 
the strife in Antony’s mind between duty and 
pleasure, and the latter usually conquering, ex- 
cellently portrays the dramatic struggle of the 
Shakspearean tragedy. The chief shortcom- 
ing in the overture seems to be the lack of 
originality in some parts of the work in them- 
atic treatment. This is not up to Rubin- 
stein’s usual standard and disappoints. The 
work was splendidly played, both director and 
orchestra seeming to enter into the desire to 
give it the advantage of an excellent interpre- 
tation. Schubert’s glorious symphony in B 
minor (unfinished) followed, and a nobler 
reading has never been heard in Chicago. 
Both movements were virtually faultless in 
the technical rendition given, and the inter- 
pretation was in the highest degree satisfac- 
tory. The Scherzo from Berlioz’s ““ Romeo and 
Juliet’? Symphony—one of the most roguish, 
dainties bite of pure elfin spirit ever 
caught and borne to mortal ears by 
means of instruments of # wood and 
string — was played in & #£=manner 
possibile only with an orchestra of the highest 
excellence. Volkmann’s Serenade in D minor 
isa work as long drawn out as to become 
wearisome under usual circumstances, and 
was only saved from becoming so last evening 
by the truly artistic playing of Victor Herbert. 
Mr. Herbert wins a tone from his instrument 
that is wondrously pute and velvety, and the 
expression and feeling put into his playing 
make him a ’cellist of noblest worth. The 
“ Tannhduser ”’ overture and Bizet’s exquisite 
suite, ‘* L’Arlesienne,”’ completed the orches- 
tral numbers. 

Sig. Campanini sang ah aria from Glick’s 
“Iphigenia”? and a romanza from ‘“Gio- 
conda,”’ with the Duke’s song from “ Rigo- 
letto”’ and Scudari’s “‘Dormi Pure” as en- 
cores. His voice is still possessed of many 
beautiful tones, and his spendidly artistic

Lincoln ex- 
acted of Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Russell Har- 
rison the promise that they would be the guests 
of Ministet Lincoln and hergelf at the Lega- 
tion during their stayin London. Minister 
and Mrs. Whitslaw Reid have written a num- 
ber of times during the last winter urging 
Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Russell Harrison to visit 
them in Paris, so that the trip will be made 
under the most auspicious circumstances. 

As planned at present passage will be taken 
the first week in May for the President’s 
daughter and daughter-in-law. Mrs. McKee 
is now in Boston on a ten. days’ visit to her 
husband and it is likely that by the time of 
her return everything.in regard to the pro- 
jected trip will be definitely arranged.

Mana- 
ger Burns of the railroad tried every means 
to get his accounts allowed without success. 
Finally he notified Daly that if the difficulty 
was not adjusted by the 16th he would haul no 
more ore or wood to the smelter, 

It was not settled by the 16th and Burns 
kept his word. Since the 16th the smelter has 
been lying idle, but its fires have been banked. 
This is one indication that the Anaconda com- 
pany expects a speedy adjustment. Orders 
were at once given to lay off the men at the 
mines and at the smelter, numbering in all 
about 2,500 men. A great many of the men 
are married and live here or at Anaconda with 
their families.

WHY THE CONVENTION IS DELAYED. 


Newfoundland’s Interests Sacrificed to the 
Exigencies of Canadian Politics, 

Lonpon, Match 28.—The correspondence be- 
tween the Governments of Newfoundland and 
Great Britain on the proposed fishery conven- 
tion between Newfoundland and the United 
States is published. The dispatches extend 
from February, 1890, to March, 1891. The 
first communication is a letter from Sir John 
O’Brien, Governor of Newfoundland, to Lord 
Knutsford, the Imperial Colonial Secretary, 
in which the Governor gives the minutes of 
the Newfoundland Executive Couzicil in favor 
of aseparate arrangement with the United 
States of fishery commercial questions, as 
—— to the coéperation with Canada. 

rd Knutsford, om April 12, 1890, assented 
to Newfoundland’s negotiatang di with 
the Government at Washi n. . Sir les 
Tupper, Oct. 27, ‘ against the 
departure from the old policy of treating the 
fishery question as | re unity of action 
between Newfound and Can and Sir 
John Macdonald cabled that the Dominion 
ought to be included in any arrangement.

CANADIAN step" # ergo ANNEXA- 

if the people of England are paying any at- 
tention to Canadian politics they will be 
thr8wn into great bewilderment by the latest 
revelation of Tory policy. Sir John Macdon- 
ald’s late campaign was almost exclusively an 
anti-annexation one. He raised the cry that 
treason was menacing the Dominion, and that 
all annexationists—and he charged the Liber- 
als with being such—were traitors. No sooner 
is the election over and his side victorious, 
though by a greatly reduced majority, than a 
prominent Tory member of Parliament says 
that if the preference is not given to Canadian 
products in English markets by differential 
duties then “ annexation is not only probable, 
but appears to be the inevitable destiny of 
Canada.”’ 

This is an amazing speech on the part of 
one of the men who had just been declaring 
that annexation was treasonable, But it shows. 
that the Canadians, like the boy who was so 
bent on getting the woodchuck, are “ hard up 
for meat,’”’ and see that something must be 
done. The back-and-forth trade between the 
Dominion and the United States during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $91,000,000. The 
higher duties on Canadian farm produce of 
the McKinley bill will play smash with the 
Canadian farmers, who have to pay all or 
nearly all of the duty. They are anxious to 
have reciprocity with this country, but all 
Canadians know that the United States will 
not give it unless it applies to manufactured 
articles as well as natural products. But un- 
less Sir John Macdonald backs clear down 
and changes his policy utterly he will not 
agree to let in American manufactures duty- 
free. 

‘Lhe only other way the Tories see of getting 
out of a bad scrape is to persuade Great Brit- 
tain to furnish a market for Canadian natural 
products by putting on eggs, barley, butter, 
cheese, wheat, etc., coming from this country 
aduty from which the Canadian products 
are exempt, The Tory leaders know it will be 
a most difficult thing to get England to agree 


to this, and therefore they utter this threat 


that if they are not given what they demand 
they willdo what they can to annex Canada 


. to the United States. Possibly they areno more

The English Gov- 
ernment never will make war on the big trade 
to encourage the little one, It will not break 
up or check ite commerce with sixty-five mill- 
ion people to foster that with a little over five 
millions, 

So if the Canadian Tories are really think- 
ing of annexation asa last resort they will 
have a chance to show if they are in earnest. 
If they are merely blustermg and bullying to 
scare England, they will have to back down as 
gracefully as they can. : 

While the Tories are making their threats, 
the Liberals are not behindhand with theirs. 
A Liberal Ontario paper says; 


The stationing of a regiment of British soldiers 
in Canada to overawe our people in the choice of 
a trade policy would be the signal of a movement 
which would make the flying of the British flag 
on this continent not worth a year’s purchase, 


The policy which was tried at Boston and 
failed must not be attempted in Canada, or 
the entire Liberal party will be undisguisedly 
for annexation. 

How will the present state of affairs strike 
the English? When they see the Liberals 
threatening annexation if British troops are 
seut to a British colony, and the Tories threat- 
ening it if Great Britain does not adopt a 
trade policy which would starve its people, 
will not they be likely to say to the Canadians: 
** Do please unite with your neighbors to the 
south just as soon as they will take you in, and 
free us from this constant fussing about seal, 
codfish, and a hundred other things which do 
not interest us.”’

It takes two to make a bargain, and that is a 
kind of bargain which might not be deemed 
desirable by us. The United States would not 
want to annex a lawsuit with its ancient ally, 
France, nor would it be ‘particularly anxious 
to drive out the French from the island in 
order to please those who talk English. It 
would hardly care to be guilty of such an 
arbitrary proceeding for the sake of annexing 
an island of so little value as Newfoundland 
could at any time be, either in war or 
peace. The place is not worth the ex- 
penditures that would be necessitated 
by a month’s war, to say nothing of 
the loss of life that would involve, and 
the possibility of other complications to 
which the struggle might lead. This country 
has never yet evinced the slightest desire to 
possess Newfoundland on any terms, either by 
afree fight or otherwise. Hence the news 
that the people there are “wild” over what 
they allege to be neglect, ill-treatment, and 
bad faith on the part of the British Govern- 
ment will not be received with any great enthu- 
siasm by the United States. Nor will the an- 
ticipated formal appeal for protection by us 
and admission asa ber of this Republic 
be necessarily responded to with approval 
Our people would hesitate long before con- 
senting to give to the Newfoundlanders a right 
to be represented in Washington by two Sena- 
tors and as many members of the Lower 
House as might be claimed on the basis of 
population. The good folks on that fog-sur- 
rounded piece of land may overestimate the 
importance of themselves and their home. 
They certainly do so if they think we would 
be willing to goto’ war with any Eurdpean 
Power for the sake of the distinguished honor 
of numbering them with our family of States 
and giving to them a star on the flag of our 
Union. 


“MORE DEMAND FOR MEAT,” 

The news from Europe is decidedly encour- 
aging to those who havelong hoped and waited 
for a resumption of active export trade in live 
stock and meats from the United States. The 
consular advices received at Washington 
warrant the expectation that that trade will 
soon swell out to the magnitude it had attained 
in 1881, when it was summarily cut down by 
discriminations On ‘he part of England, 
Germany, and France, It is stated positively 
that the restrictions imposed by France will 
soon be modified, the plea of unhealthfulness 
being abandoned, and a tariff duty that will 
not be prohibitory placed upon the product. 
It is also believed that the cattle trade with 
Great Britain will soon be improved. 
The pleuro-pneumonia scare in that country 
has long since died out, though theoretically 
maintained by the Government in the sup- 
posed interest of a comparatively small class 
of cattle-raisers. Now the British consumer 
has something to say about it, and his pres- 
sure is sufficiently great to force a removal of 
the embargo. Itis more than possible that 
Germany will follow in the lead of France in 
permitting a less restricted importation of our 
hog products. The prospects for all three 
countries giving us a larger trade in live stock 
and meats is already causing the investment 
of capital in new packing plants at the sea- 
board, and may not be without a similar effect 
in this city and other points in the West. 

The matter is a highly important one to 
many people in the United States. It prom- 
ises to benefit greatly the farmer and stock 
raiser who for several years past has com- 
plained of such low prices he could not 
operate at a profit. The benefit will be shared 
by men in the commission trade, the packing 
business, and the transportation service, but it 
will be especially great to the farmer, enab- 
ling him to pay his debts in good money and 
buy from the merchant and manufacturer 
more goods, without wanting to pay for them 
in shinplastets or stumptail silver dollars. 
The anticipated effect of the change was per- 
haps shown yesterday by an advance of nearly 
a dollar per barrel in the price of pork in 
this market. Hogs and their product have 
been for some thonths past abnornially 
low in comparison with corn, the reason , be- 
ing that stecks of the product were excessive 
with little hope of relief in the shape of a for- 
eign demand'except by: the British. Prices 
for both hogs and cattle have been fully one- 
third lower than the average of 1881, and if 
they should recover only half that decline as a 
consequence of the opening of foreign mar- 
kets to the animals and their product it would 
be of immense benefit to the stock-raising in- 
terest, seeing that in the nine years there has 

‘been a material cheapening in the cost of 
transportation from, the farm and ranch to 
this and other large markets. 

- It is only natural that capitai should be in- 
vested at Eastern points in the hope of secur- 
ing « share of the advantages to be gained 
from this widening of our export business. 
But there need be no fear that Chicago men 
will not be in the front in the race, and it %& 
far from improbable thatthis city will take

If the Secretary should, 
however, disappoint the hopes of his party in 
this direction, the President's chances of again 
securing the candidacy are favorable enough to 
give a good deal of political interest to the trip 
on which he is soon to set out.” 

The Philadelphia Telegraph (Rep.) — the

The Liberals Badly Beaten. 

A London cablegram says: * There is no need to 
ignore the fact that the Liberals have been badly 
beaten in the Aston election. The large increase 
in the Tory poll and majority is the most striking 
success achieved by the Anti-Home-Rulers since 
1886; but it proves chiefly shat Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s influence is still paramount in Birmingham, 
of which Aston is a suburb, and it has no general 
application. The Tory exultation is quite hyster- 
ical, and is interesting and amusing if one bears 
in mind that in every one of the numerous cases 
in which the Liberals have won seats or reduced 
hostile majorities the Tories ridiculed the idea 
that the bye elections have any importance what- 
soever. Much greater interest is taken in the 
North Sligo contest. Up tothe present Mr. Par- 
nell has been beaten at his own game of violence, 
and his henchmen have experienced the novel 
sensation of having their meetings broken up and 
their voices drowned iu the popular clamor. A 
luxuriant crop of broken headsis confidently 
cotnted upon for tomorrow, when about a score 
of rival meetings will be held in the constituency.”

The process has not been 
explained further than it requires only twelve 
hours, as against sixty days by the old method, 
and that no acids are necessary. The basic ma- 
terial used is pig-lead.
